Hurt, for printing 
the Britifh Embaffadrefs’s Speech 
to the French King, was ad- 
judged to ftand three times in 
the Pillory, pay a Fine of so/.

And here we beg Leave to lag 
before you one of the pernicions Praétices, that has greatly contributed 
towards the Ruin of the Corporation ; and that is, the iffuing ofnew 
Notes. upon the Renewal of old Pledges : Wherein the Fraud has been but 
too ideas for when the old Notes became due, which the Cafhier was 
not able to have difcharg’d ; the fictitious Pledgers, and perhaps fome 
real ones, would go to his Office and pay up what was dune fox Intereft 
and Charges, at the fame Time renewing the refpeGive Pledges ; 
whereupon new Certificates were made out, and new Notes iffued 
to the fame Valueasthe former, tho’ thefe had not yet been call’d 
in or paid off. So that by this Means, there was fcarce any Pledge 
of a confiderable Value, for which there were not two Noters given.

houfe-keeper, Fohn Tiompfon,has been one of their greateft Borrowers, and 
has pretended to pledge and borrow in his own Name, and at the fame 
‘Time to certify for himfelf, which was, itfeems, permitted him, and al- 
low'd by the Dire&ors in paffing his Accounts: ‘hat Thomas Hodofon, a 
Servant of George Robinfon, is charged, as borrowing no lefs than 22,000/. 
and Nathaniel Lovell, a menial Servant of the Corporation, 2500 /.:in 
one Day ; and that twelve Perfons, one half of them belonging to the 
Corporation, and moft of the reft wholly unknown, are the Borrowers of 
no lefs, in Principal and Intereft, then 364,489/..

Woolley and Warren, {ome in his own, and fome in the Name of his Maf- 
ters ; by the filling op of which it was continually in the Warchoufe- 
keeper’s Power to draw from their Cafhier what Sams he pleafed, and
